The year 1977 was a momentous one for The Broadview 
Savings and Loan Company.

The year was one of strong growth. Savings on deposit 
as of December 31, 1977, amounted to $1,052,539,772, 
up 16 per cent over the $907,698,633 a year ago, and 
our net savings inflow of $144,841,000 represented 
one of every five dollars deposited in the area's major 
savings and loans. During 1977, a record $410,425,000 
in loans, net of sales, was made, increasing our loan 
portfolio to $1,125,497,759, 27 per cent over the 
$883,155,418 at 1976 year-end. Broadview Savings thus 
became the first institution in the history of Ohio 
savings and loans to surpass the one billion dollar level 
in mortgages outstanding or in savings deposits. Assets 
at year-end totaled $1,304,637,128.
